Germany, Mourning Hindenburg, Faces Uncertain Future 
ROOSEVELT AND 
PARTY GREETED 
AT PORTLAND 


Chief Executive, Bronzed, Erect and Happy 


After Tour of Tropic Possessions and 
Hawaii, Sails Up Willamette River to Ore- 
gon Port—Noisy Welcome. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 3 


— (AP) — Bronzed, erect and 
happy, President Roosevelt, 
after an unprecedented presi- 
dential tour of American 
tropic possessions and Ha- 
waii, this morning returned 
to the mainland of his natior. 


Aboard the TJ. S. S. cruiser Hous- 


ton President Roosevelt sailed from 
the broad Columbia river into the 
tributary Willamette to the city of 
Portland. 
His craft at 10 a. m., passed un- 


der the huge St. Johns bndge. a 
vantage point 
for 
thousands 
01 
residents of the city while shipping 
in the river loosed a tremendous am 
of saluting whistles and sirens. 
The cruiser moved up the river 


to its mooring place beside the 
seawall that bounds the stream in 
the city's center. The presidential 
flag floated from 
the top mast— 


the first time the 
flag of 
the 
president 
ever had entered the 


Portland harbor. 
Bright sunshine broke through 


fleacy clouds from which a drizzle 
had descended during 
the early 


morning. Thousands Cheer. 


Thousands cheered as the U. S. 


Houston drew against the Portland 
seawall. 
A 21-gun salute was fired as the 


fighting craft passed slowly and ma- 
jestically under the draws of the 
high Burnside street bridge. 


The officers and crew of 
the 


Houston lined the vessel's decks, the 
officers In full dress uniforms. _ ,

aid of. tugs, pulling into the pier 
under her own power. 
President Roosevelt appeared on 


the bridge of the Houston at 11:15 
a. m., waved his Panama hat to the 
cheering throng, then waited while 
the Houston's crew made the lines 
fast. 


LONGvTEW, Wash., Aug. 


— The cruiser Houston, with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt aboard, passed un- 
der Longview bridge early today 
en route to Portland. Bridge at- 
tendants said the big cruiser was 
"loafing along," apparently taking 
no chances with Columbia river 
sand-bars. The Houston was due 
at Portland at about 11 a. m. 


Several members of the cabinet 


awaited here to accompany the 
chief executive on his tour of fed- 
eral projects in the far west and 
again in the drouth stricken re- 
gions of the middlewest. 
Secretary Ickes. administrator of 


public works, was among those on 
the slate to travel through the 
northwest inspection tnp of Mr. 
Jtoosevelt. Secretary Morgenthau r-f 
the treasury and Secretary of War 
Dem also were on hand. 
Mrs. Roosevelt arrived last night 


to welcome her traveling husband 
and two youngest sons. Franklin 
and John, who have circled the 
continent with the president on his 
epochal tour.

orders on the day and hour as- 
signed to them. 
Penalty for wilfully missing the 


appointed, due date will be that 
the order will not be issued until 
the due date of the following week, 
according to Miss Grace Bradshaw, 
county relief director. The order 
missed will not be made up. 
"The statement is necessary in 


order to facilitate service to those 
receiving aid," Miss Bradshaw said. 
'We must systematize our work in 
order to best -serve the 
entire 


group. It is the only way in whic/i 
we can safeguard both the client 
and--the organization." - 
Much Contusion. 


"The situation that confronted 


us a few months ago was that on 
certain days twice as many psople 
came to the office as on other 
cays. The congestion and confusion 
resulting made it very difficult for 
people who came for their orders 
and for our office staff," Miss 
Bradshaw explained. 


"We assigned each family a cer- 


tain day and hour to come to the 
bureau and last week we asked for 
the people's co-operation and in 
the majority of cases it was given. 
However, there .is a small group 
who continually fail to come on 
their assigned day, which causes 
constant disturbance. Our request 
going out today is the result o! 
this." 
Miss Bradshaw further pointed 


out necessitv of each family pre- 
serving its identification card. "Jf 
p. client loses his identification 
card a new one will not be given 
until the bureau worker makes her 
regular 
visit."

A group of 420 additional com- 


hog early benefit payments arrived 
for Lancaster county Friday morn- 
ing. Their total value is $33.263, 
bringing the total of corn-hog 
checks received in the county up to 
$125,300. 


The $125,300 represents checks for 


1,408 farmers and the arrival of ap- 
pro?dmately $100.000 more in bene- 
fits is expected before the end of 
August. Ths initial checks represent 
roughly two-fifths of the benefits 
which farmers who signed up for 
the corn-hog plan will receive. 
Farmers are being paid, at the, rate 
of $2 for each hog they look out 
of production and 15 cents for each 
bushel of com taken out of produc- 
tion. 


In 
November second 
benefit 


checks will be paid on the basis of 
$1 for each hog and again 15 cents 
per bushel on com. The final check 
in February will be based at the 
rate of $2 per hog only and from it 
will b deducted the administrative 
expenses of the plan.

Strikebreakers Handle 
Stock as Chicago Trad- 


ing Is Resumed. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 3— W) —Gen. 


Hugh. S. Johnson met leaders of 
the stockyards strike in his hotel 
room this afternoon to discuss the 
walkout, brought nearer a crisis by 
the resumption of trading in the 
yards today. 


Participating in the conference 


were Redmond S. Brennan of Kan- 
sas City, attorney for the striking 
-handlers: JohruGorman, local union 
president, and'tlohn Sprecher, its 
financial secretary. 


Neither the Union Stockyards & 


Transit Co., owner of the big yards, 
nor the meat cutters' union which 
has threatened a sympathetic walk- 
out, was represented. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 3—ONS)—Ac- 


companied by a shower of brick- 
bats from strike pickets the giant 
union stockyards reopened today. 


Strikebreakers went on duty and 


handled the feeding, watering- and 
weighing of cattle, nogs and sheep 
while several hundred police stood 
by.First violence came shortly after 
dawn when a farmer, bringing his 
cattle to market in a truck, was 
showered with brickbats by strike 
pickets. 


Police quickly dispersed the pick- 
ets. The farmer was unhurt. 


Both strikers and employers were 


to meet at noon today with Gen. 
Hugh S. Johnson. NRA chieftain, 
to attempt a settlement of the 
strike. 


So far all peace negotiations 


have broken down over the flat 
demand of strikers that the com- 
pany" must guarantee a minimum 
wage of $20 a week to the livestock 
handlers. -

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3—The gov- 


ernment disclosed plans today to 
thwart 
wild cat 
speculation or 


"corners" in the nation's food in the 
aftermath of the drouth disaster. 


Perhaps the most potent weapon 


is power under the AAA to buy sur- 
pluses of farm commodities for fu- 
ture use, thereby striking a blow at 
any attempt to kite prices because 
of relative scarcity. The foods thus 
bought by the government could be 
distributed to the needy, resold 
through commercial channels or 
shipped into drouth areas where 
needed. 


For the immediate future, offi- 


cials predict that supplies will be 
ample and prices relatively low. 
This is due to heavy marketings, 
particularly of livestock which the 
drouth threatened to kill. 


Through the winter, though, the 


normal reaction would be smaller 
food supplies and higher prices. 


Study Being Made. 


The administration 
will try to 
level off this variation, guarantee 
ample supplies for all sections and 
prevent wide fluctuations in prices. 
"Security lies somewhere midway 


between glut and 
scarcity," 
said 


Victor A. Chritgau, acting farm ad- 
ministrator. 


An organization Is being formed 


within the administration to de- 
termine actual and-potentied*supplies 
of all food products, availability of 
imports, normal price ranges, and 
whether market operators might tie 
up any large part of these suplies. 


When this study is finished a plan 


of distribution will be dratted.

PLAN EXPLAINED 


Counties Are Winners 
Under System Adopted 


In State. 


Expenditures Adjusted 


To Meet Needs For 


Each Month. 


How the contributions made by 


counties to take care of their part 
of public relief needs under their 
contracts with the PEBA will be 
graduated through the ensuing fis- 
cal year was made public Friday 
by J. E. Woods, field representative 
of the state relief administration, 
who has just returned from a series 
of district conferences held with of- 
ficials of 65 counties to get the 
new plan into operation, starting 
this month. 


As heretofore announced, every 


county that wishes to participate in 
future federal relief allotments ob- 
ligates itself to levy 1.93 mills spe- 
cial tax for that purpose during the 
1934-35 "fiscal year and also to use 
one-fourth of 
its 
gasoline 
tax 


money in providing jobs for relief 
dependents on the local lists. 
The state relief administration Is 


assuming at the start as high as 
40 per cent delinquency may be 
experienced in tax collections dur- 
ing the year; so it is requiring 
counties to make good in the first 
few months only 60 per cent of 
what their monthly quotas would be 
figured on the total assessed valu- 
ation of property. Adjustments will 
come later, upward or downward, 
according to whether receipts ex- 
ceed the estimated 60 per cent or 
fall below it. 
But the proportion of available 


revenue, whatever it be in the com- 
ing year, which counties are called 
upon to set apart each month for 
relief needs has been fixed definite- 
ly in advance. 
In August, the first month, they

changing "world which has been 
Germany since 1914. 


Often Traveled On Globe.

Johnson has struck back at news- 
paper critics of the industrial re- 
covery act.

Readjustment Of 
New York Charter 
Headed for Rocks 
NEW YORK, Aug. 3—</P)—Amid 


the deepest confusion, legislative ef- 
forts to modernize and readjust New 
York City's ancient charter headed 
toward the rocks today under the 
Impetus of the resignation from the 
charter commission of former Gov 
Alfred E. Smith and Samuel Sea- 
bury. 


Resigning as protest against dila- 
tory tactics of commission members 
seeking to maintain the 
govern- 
mental and political status quo in 
New York City, Smith nevertheless 
was ready to take his fight to the 
people over the radio. 
Mrs. George Wyeth, secretary of 


the charter commission, was the 
latest to follow the lead set by 
Smith and Seabury. She tendered 
her resignation today. 


She charged the commission had 
"betrayed the hope of the people" 
for an easing of the tax burden. 


Two other members of the com- 
mission also had resigned—Charles 
H. Tuttle, former United States at- 
torney, and James Marshall, a well 
known republican. 


Unwilling to regard the situation 


as more than "a purely temporary 
setback," Mayor LaOuardla—long 
a vigorous proponent of consolidat- 
ing government functions— struck 
out at "the antics of the politicians."

The report also showed that l.- 
179,358 persons were working lor 
wholesale establishments in 1933 as 
compared with 
1,005,042 
in 1929. 
These employes last year received 
$1,645,539,000 in salaries and wages

CHANCES SLIM 


FOR MAJORITY 
PRIMARY VOTE 


Great Number Of Filings 


Will Mean Minority 


Nominations. 


Majority rule—that good old slo- 


gan typifying "government of the 
people,' for the people, by the peo- 
ple" as it is supposed to function 
in these United States— is due to 
take a hard walloping in Nebraska 
come the 14th day of August. At 
that time the voters of the state 
will repair to their polling places 
and nominally perform their diuy 
as American citizens by selecting 
candidates on the tickets 01 both 
political parties to oppose each 
other for the various offices to be 
filled at the November election. 
But things are not always what 
they seem. 
"Select," did we say? Excuse the 


Flip. The voters will, to be sure, 
mark their ballots to show whom 
they individually favor for each 
office, and the ballots will be duly 
counted- as cast; but the results, 
excepc in rare instances, will not 
register the majority sentiment of 
those taking part in the primaries. 
Far from it. 


Some of the nominations for im- 
portant state and congressional of- 
fices on both tickets will be de- 
termined, from all indications, by 
minorities in the respective parties 
representing not more than 25 to 
30 per cent of the total vote. A few 
candidates will probably win with 
not to exceed 15 or 20 per cent. 
The cases where anyone gets 51 per 
cent or more of all the votes cast 
in his primary will be few and far 
between. 


Vote Split Up. 
This bad layout for majority rule 
is due to the multiplicity of aspir- 
ants that have filed for nearly 
every office. 
With so many to 
choose from it is a foregone con- 
clusion that the vote will be split 
up into comparatively small seg- 
ments. Whoever can swing the 
largest bloc in each race will be- 
come the nominee of his party, 
even though he may poll fewer 
than half enough votes to consti- 
tute a majority.

on United States senator as On 
most other olflces. although the 
likelihood is that the winners lu 
that contest will each be a minor- 
ity choice of his party. Five demo- 
crats and the same number of re- 
publicans are out for senatorial 
honors. While there are two or 
three recognized leaders In each 
Kroup, it will be difficult for any 
one of them to muster as many 
\otcs as all his rivals combined. 


For governor it is a veritable 


free-for-all on the democratic side, 
with nine candidates entered. H 
would be a political miracle If any 
tne of them could attract even 40 
per cent of ithe total vote, let alone 
01 per cent. The g. o. p. has five 
gubernatorial contestants, three of 
whom are expected to run fairly 
evei. with each other and none 
likely to get more than 35 to 40 
per 
cent of the 
entire party 
strength. 


Some Offices Little Better. 


For lieutenant governor and sec- 
retary of state there are but two 
democratic entries in the primary, 
and one of them in each instance, 
of course, will receive more than 
half of the votes cast. For state 
treasurer the incumbent seeking 
renomination is unopposed, and in 
his case it will be virtually unani- 
mous. Two republican candidates 
for treasurer have it all to them- 
selves, and the one who wins will 
be the actual choice of his party. 
That's about as far as majority 
rule has even a "lookin" for pri- 
;r,ary day. Ten democrats are run- 
ning against each other for land 
commissioner, while twelve candi- 
dates are on the same ticket for 
railway commissioner. It's a safe 
guess that anybody in either bunch 
who secures 25 per cent of the vote 
can count on being nominated. 
Under a fairly even distribution, it 
would be possible for one of the 
land commissioner aspirants to win 
with 15 per cent, while if all ran 
close together for railway commis- 
sioner anyone getting even 10 or 12 
per cent might land that place on 
the ticket. 


Plenty of Republicans. 


On the republican side there are 


five candidates for lieutenant gover- 
nor, five for secretary of state, three 
for auditor, eight for land commis- 
sioner, and nine for railway com- 
missioner. This would seem to as- 
sure a minority choice on all these 
offices except possibly the auditor- 
ship. 


Twelve democratic and nine re- 
publican entrants are in the field 
for first district congressmen. Any 
one of them on either ticket can 
figure on getting the nomination by 
pulling 25 or 30 per cent of the 
total party vote his way. 
The other congressional districts, 


too, are well supplied with candi- 
dates, though none of them quite 
comes up to the first. In the sec- 
ond, five democrats and two repub- 
licans are running. The third has 
five-demos and three g. o. p. men 
entered. In the fourth there are 
five democratic and six republican 
aspirants. Seven "would be" con- 
gressmen are listed for each pri- 
mary in the fifth. 
Getting down to county, offices, 
the same situation is found in most 
parts of tne state. The woods are 
so full of candidates in the local 
races that few of them can expect 
to win by majority vote. 


Different in Convention. 
The disappearance of majority 
rule is an inherent defect of tne 
direct primary system, which allows 
any person to file for office on his 
own account merely by signing an 
application and paying a small lee. 
A cndidate doesn't have to be spon-

in on his own initiative. As a re- 
sult, the lists are always pretty 
badly cluttered up with names oi 
those who think they are fitted to 
hold office; and this year it is worse 
than usual because a good many 
people are out of jobs and some of 
them have turned to politics as the 
best chance they can see of con- 
necting with a payroll. 


In the old days when political 
parties picked their candidates in 
conventions, it was necessary to 
have a majority to be nominated. 
There was no such thing then as a 
man being selected to run by a 
minor fraction of his party. 
If 
there happened to be half a dozen 
seeking for the same office, the con- 
vention would take one ballot after 
another until one of them mustered 
over half the total number "of votes 
cast; and when he reached that 
stage the nomination was customar- 
ily made unanimous by formal 
vote. Sometimes a convention would 
stay in session a whole day and 
most of the night to decide a stub- 
born contest between rival candi- 
dates. 


Drawbacks To System. 
Of course, the convention system 
had plenty of drawbacks, but no 
one could complain that it allowed 
anybody to win a place on a party 
ticket with only 25 or 30 per cent 
of its voting strength behind his 
candidacy. It 
remained for the 
vaunted "popular reform" known as 
the direct primary, which was guar- 
anteed to make the will of the peo- 
ple supreme as against that of'the 
politicians, to develop the present 
absurd situation. 


Sentiment is growing in Nebraska, 
which may crystallize in amend- 
ments to the primary law at the 
next session of the 
legislature, 
favorable to some sort of a minimum 
requirement in the primaiy vote 
cast for a candidate to entitle him 
to the nomination, in Iowa, un- 
less some aspnant polls at least 35 
per cent of the total vote, the party 
convention h e l d subsequently 
chooses the nominee. In the south- 
ern states, the two candidates poll- 
ing the highest primary vote, where 
neither has a majority, contest with 
each other in a second, or "runofi", 
primary. Some plan of this kind is 
favored in many quarters to do away 
with the system of minority nom- 
inations now in vogue here.

Sixty-three years ago, in the wax 


of 1870-1871, von Hindenburg fought 
as a young officer, whil« Clemen- 
ceau was mayor of Mont Martre. 
He helped organize the defense of 
Paris, and von Hindenburg, as a 
lieutenant In the Prussian guards, 
rode through the arch of triumph, 
when Paris surrendeded, passing 
over the spot where the unknown 
French soldier now lies buried. 
Clemenceau, past 80. with Lloyd 


George, past 70, won the big war, 
and another old man, von Hinden- 
burg. past 70, was the outstanding 
figure in the German defense. 
When there is work to be done, 


the old still play a part of some 
consequence. 


Dr. Barth at Columbia university 


has successfully used cephalin, "a 
clear fatty substance'' from the 
brain of a calf, in "organizing" the 
nervous system of a salamander.

PLAN EXPLAINED

must provide an amount, equal to 
6 per cent of the entire year's pro- 
ceeds from the special levy, figured 
On a 60 per cent collection basis 
For September 
the 
rate will be 


raised to 7 per cent. In succeeding 
months, the following percentages 
will apply: 


October and November, each 8 per 


cent; December, 10; January, 11; 
February aijd March, each 12; April 
10; May, 7; June, 5; July, 4. 
This makes a total of 100 per cent 


distributed 
month 
by 
month 


through the fiscal year. The per- 
centages are highest in the .winter 
months because that is the time ol 
year when relief loads reach their 
peak, and lowest in the summer, 
when requirements are at • a mini- 
mum. 


Field Representative Woods and 


Auditor Charles Phillips of the 
state FERA, who made the tour to- 
gether, and conferred with county 
board chairmen and county clerks, 
explained this plan to the latter. 
Periodical checkups will be made 
by members of the relief adminis- 
tration's accounting force to see 
that county funds are spent in con- 
formity with the schedule. 


"We found a good spirit among 
the county officials and were as- 
sured that they will co-operate with 
us in all ways," Woods told The 
Star. 


Counties Winners. 


When counties were first asked 
to sign the agreement for joint sup- 
port of relief activities with the 
FERA. some officials felt that the 
counties were getting the small end 
of the bargain. Now they are dis- 
covering that tne 
contract 
will 


throw the greater part of relief 
burdens upon the federal govern- 
ment and let the counties off com- 
paratively easy. 


This is because the widespread 


crop failure will add thousands of 
families to the relief lists, who or- 
dinarily would have got through by 
themselves. Amounts of money that 
counties will have to raise for aiding 
these families are limited under the 
contract; but the federal govern- 
ment's contributions are not. 
"I am betting you that the drouth 


will be broken, and you are betting 
me that it won't," the federal relief 
agent told county officials while 
dickering" with them in June and in 
early July. "If the fanners get some 
crops I win; if they don't I lose, 
and your people will be the bene- 
ficiaries of increased federal 
aid 


which we will be obligated to fur- 
nish according to the needs in your 
communities." 


The "bet" stands as "thus made, 
and Washington loses. 


Cities Get Part. 


The counties are required to use 


one-fourth of only 90 per cent of the 
gasoline tax money they 
receive 


each month from the state, in pro- 
viding work relief for unemployed 
persons. This is because 10 per cent 
of the revenue allotted to' each 
county is turned over to its cities 
and villages to be used for street im- 
provements and maintenance, and 
that part can't be touched by the 
county authorities. 


However, in some counties, mun- 


icipal 
authorities have 
indicated 


they will devote their shares of the 
gas tax money to the same object^ 
that of providing jobs for persons 
on relief.

It was considered that the 
chancellor would take the presi- 
dency when Von Hindenburg died, 
and that he would seek quickly to 
gain the 
allegiance of the 
army, 


which was Hindenburg's chief re- 
liance. The nazis, however, have 
moved with a nice regard for public 
reaction. Hitler's declination of the 
title of president because it "is in- 
dissolubly bound up with the name 
of the' great desceased," is regarded 
as a desicion calculated to retain 
public, support. 


Allegiance Fledged. 


Nazis are jubilant, too, over the 


army and navy's pledge of alleg- 
iance to Hitler, which was made be- 
fore nightfall yesterday. These units 
of armed force were the most likely 
threat to iHtler and naziism, and 
now they are bound to him by their 
solemn word. 
There are reports that Czecho- 
slovakian troops are concentrating 
on their frontier, fearing a move- 
ment involving Germans. Czecho- 
slovakia has watched carefully the 
situation in Austria, with its under- 
current of German involvement. 
Other reports that lack confirma- 


tion due to a tight censorship say 
German soldiers are gathered at the 
Austrian border. . 


Much of the financial load the 


realigned Hitler administration must 
carry will be laid on the shoulders 
of Hjalmar Schacht, president of 
the Reichsbank, who was named 
acting minister of economics suc- 
ceeding Dr. Kurt Schmitt, who is re- 
tiring because of ill health. 


Germany mourns the late Presi- 
dent Von Hindenburg not alone for 
ihe quality of his services to the 
Fatherland, but as a churchman, 
conservative and patriot who formed 
a tangible tie with the past. 
That tie is now gone. Instead 
there is a dictator who. despite 
Von Hindenburg's restraining in- 
fluence, effected measures having a 
profound bearing on Germany's in- 
fcmational. racial, religious finan- 
cial and class problems. 


Von Papen Removed. 


Intense speculation centers about 
Hitler's choice for vice chancellor, 
now that Franz Von Papen is re- 
moved from that post by being 
named special envoy to Austria- 


At least three possibilities are ad- 
vanced by reliable observers: Gen- 
Werner \5on Blomberg. minister of 
defense: the experienced diplomat, 
iConstantin Von Neurath. now for- 
eign minister: and Herman Wilhclm 
Goering. premier of Prussia who is 
called "the most nazi of them all." 


"The one selected." one experi- 


enced neutral observer said, "can 
determine to a great extent whether 
Germany 
henceforth 
will 
lean 


toward an increased military con- 
sciousness, as represented by Von 
Blomberg: toward greater interaa- 
tr.onai amity if it's Von Neurath: or 
toward an intensified nazi program 
if Goering is chosen," 


Von Blomberg, many believed, 


mar be chosen in an effort So ijn- 
prcss the reichswehr that it is still 
an important and indispensable fac- 
tor in toe life of the reich. 
Details of the plebiscite have not 
been made known. It is assumed 
the vote will be a "yes~ and "*x>" 
proposition. 
The short decree by which Hitler 
merged the oIRces of chancellor 
and president did not mention the 
constitution, a lifeless thing since 
the nazls came into power. 


Hitler last night, his voice choked 


with emotion, eulogized Von Hin- 


burg, once his political enemy. 
as "the man without whom the 
present government of Germany 
would have been impossible. 
1 have Jost a fatherly friend, 


whose death caused the entire Ger- 
man world to suffer a serious blow," 
the chancellor said.

The federal' government's crop 
reduction program apparently will 
be a congressional issue in Nebras- 
ka this fall regardless of which 
candidates are nominated by the 
major parties. 


An Associated Press poll of con- 
gressional candidates showed today 
rhat views of the general principles 
of the AAA farm program gener- 
•Jll. split along party lines. Repub- 
licans were almost unanimously op- 
posed to its principles. Democrats 
generally supported it 
although 


tome favored it only as an emer- 
gency plan and 
others 
wanted 
modifications. 


Farm Plan Opposed. 


In the first congressional district 


for instance, republicans E, M. Bair, 
Sarah T. Muir and Homer Earl, 
all of Lincoln, opposed the general 
principles flatly end Marcus L. 
Poteet. also of Lincoln said if 
elected he would demand suspen- 
sion of "Washington control of ag- 
riculture." 


Among the first district demo- 
crats. Frank Mills or Lincoln defi- 
nitely favored the AAA program 
and Carl Sanden, O W. Meier and 
Frank Peterson, all of Lincoln, 
favored "as an emergency meas- 
ure " 


Mrs. 
Mabel 
Gillespie. 
Sarpy 


county democratic legislator run- 
ning for congress in the second 
district, was an exception. She felt 
destruction of foodstuffs was "in- 
herently wrong" but Paul Manhart 
and Daniel V. Horrigan, Omaha 
democrats favored the AAA. Henry 
C. Glissmann, Douglas county re- 
publican farmer, was flatly op- 
posed, believing more efficient dis- 
tribution is the real answer to ths 
agricultural problem. 


State 
Senator 
Hugo 
Srb of 
Dodge was another democrat none 
too enthusiastic about the AAA. He 
would prefer to have the govern- 
ment buy surplus grain, at least 
for icllcf purposes, and believes the 
problem is underconsumption and 
Improper distribution rather than 
faulty supply. S. Toledo Sherry 
one of his democratic opponent 
for the seat held by democrats 
Congressman Edgar Howard who 
voted for the AAA, is stiongly for 
the AAA but Harvey E. Olatfelter 
Central City republican, is op- 
posed. 


Fourth district republican candi- 
dates are aligned vigorously against 
the AAA although J. W. Hammond 
of Holdrege notes that the corn 
loans were beneficial. Hammond is 
"opposed to crop control in any 
form which takes away from farm- 
ers the right to plant what crops 
he chooses and to operate his own 
business" and E. E. Jackman of 
Grant thinks there have been too 
many programs already. He favors 
giving the farmer "a rest." A. J. 
Denney of Fairbury also attacks 
it, asserting it makes the farmer 
a serf to a dictator in Washington 
and M. F. Rickard of Guide Rock 
opposes it. 


Shallenberger Approves. 


Democratic Congressman A. C. 
Shallenberger, supports the meas- 
ure but one of his party opponents, 
Mrs.. Camille Bartos Placek of 
Wilber, is against the crop reduc- 
ing program. She favors retire- 
ment of sub-margtoal land and 
direct government purchases from 
farmers to feed the needy. 
In the fifth district, Clarence 
Davis of Ord, William Shuman of 
North Platte and Thomas Birkby 
of Gordon, all republicans, oppose 
phases of the AAA. Shuman favors 
trade agreements with other na-

THE WORK OF YEARS. 


D 


IRECTLY to the 
south, 
Governor Landon of 


Kansas is exhorting the farmers of that state 


not to sell off their livestock ,and more particularly, 
not to dispose of the splendid foundation herds of 
dairy cattle until there is adequate time to determine 
•what can be done about the emergency arising as a 
result of partial or complete destruction of crops by 
drouth in various sections of the sunflower common- 
wealth; Gvernor Landon has in mind that Senator 
Capper, and the remaining members of the Kansas 
congressional delegation, shall make a detailed sur- 
vey of the conditions within that state, and present 
the facts with a special appeal to the authorities at 
the national capital. 


It is a commendable move, not alone for Kansas, 


but 'also as a national policy. The development • of 
the dairy industry is not the work of a day or of 
a night, but is the labor of years—careful selection, 
careful breeding, careful maintenance of herds. 


We mention this fact because the same problem 


confronts Nebraska in more aggravated form. Kan- 
sas harvested a fair wheat crop, whereas Nebraska 
did not receive those rains which brought the grain 
to maturity. Kansas, particularly in the eastern half, 
enjoyed good pasturage weeks after this state was 
withered, and brown. Kansas cut immense quanti- 
ties of hay, both wild and tame, including alfalfa and 
sweet clover, and tne 
famous blue 
stem, which 


thrives on the high hills of the Kaw valley. 


It was back in 1920 that Nebraska began to re- 


build its dairy industry by substituting blooded stock 
for scrub cows. What took place in the next eight 
years represents an investment of many millions of 
dollars. "Boarders" were culled out; stock which both 
in the quantity and the quality of the milk proved 
profitable replaced them. 
Butterfat production in- 


creased from 30 million pounds annually to in ex- 
cess of 110 million pounds, although the number .of 
milk- cows held on the farms was no larger than the 
number which previously had been owned. The re- 
turn from the dairy to the farmer became a most 
vital part of his income. There were years back there 
in the *20s when the wealth created by the herds ex- 
ceeded the combined income flowing into the pock- 
ets of Nebraska farmers from wheat and oats. It was 


r* source of income topped only by the return from 
corn production, and the raising and fattening of 
livestock for meat. 


If the drouth can be confined to its temporary 


seasonal effects, that is, the loss 'entailed in the 
year's production, discouraging as it is, difficult as 
it is it may be dismissed. The vital factor to be 
considered in connection with it is its effect 
upon 


livestock and dairy herds. Those results unless giv- 
en careful consideration, may be extended over the 
years. As has been said, the development of a dairy 
herd is a long, painstaking job- The accumulation 
of thousands of head of beef cattle represents years 
of work. 


It Is important this situation shall be preesnted at 


Washington., to the president of the United States, if 
necessary, in order that it shall be understood with- 
out delay. Every day which slips by only adds to 
trouble. Every week which 
passes aggravates it. 


There is an emergency now which will continue to 
grow during the fall and the winter. 


And Nebraska needs to offer no apologies lor a 


plea that special consideration be given the condi- 
tions which have developed here. Other states clid 
it a year ago and other states, alert, active, and ag- 
gressive, are doing it now. Through it all, Nebraska 
has made no special plea. It has asked for no addi- 
tional funds, while a year ago. out of the drouth 
appropriation set up Texas received 11 millions and 
the Dakotas more than 7 millions, with Kansas. Colo- 
rado, and Oklahoma also gaining attention. 


We are not beggars here in this state. We have 


been proud of our record of taking care of our own 
problems, and the figures for the last fifty years 
showing federal funds asigned to states will bear out 
Nebraska received the smallest amount of any of 
them, solely because it was not requested. But the 
denuding of the ranges and the farms of livestock 
and the selling off of dairy herds have their serious 
implications. To ignore them is to mortgage the 
future of farming operations in this state for years 
to come: to close the eyes to them is to tie a stone 
around the neck of the farming populations after 
they have borne the burden of these years. 


This newspaper, a consistent supporter of the pres- 


ent administration. Trill endeavor to present the ac- 
tual facts Jo Washington through the proper chan- 
nels. It docs so not in a spirit of criticism, for it 
recognizes there has been since Mr. Roosevelt took of- 
fice the most magnificent, the most practical hand- 
ling of public affairs in many years. But Nebraska 
laces a problem—a problem -which can be appreciated 
only through travel and intimaJe survey of the con- 
ditions existing. It is a problem -which should con- 
cern not only Nebraska, but the nation. We plead 
for » unified spirit among our people, for a recog- 
nition of the problems of the immediate emergency. 
and the longer range question of water conservation 
and storage to the end that Nebraska may be en- 
abled to stabilise her economic life.

DIVERTING THE GAS TAX. 
r 


iS difficult to believe that the republican can- 
didate for attorney general who advocates di- 


verting 75 per cent of the money received from the 
tax on gasoline to the general fund, can be serious 
in making such proposal. If he is correctly quoted, 
Mr. Gallagher said in Omaha: 


"We are collecting on gasoline tax about $10,000,- 


000 a year; three-fourths of this amount diverted to 
the general tax fund would cut the tax of every tax- 
payer about one-half." 


If the candidate means that he would divert this 


sum to the state general fund he is more than right, 
for the amount thus diverted would, on his estimate 
be $7,500,000, whereas the .entire amount to be col- 
lected under the state levy this year is only $4,325,- 
325.75. If however, he means that he would divide 
it among all of the taxing 
bodies, state, counties, 


school districts and other subdivisions, he is further 
off than if he had in mind the state alone. For the 
entire amount of taxes levied for all purposes in Ne- 
braska in 1933 was $42,906,527.94. In the year 1927 
the entire amount of taxes levied in the state went 
as high as $66,028,255. 


It is probable that the candidate referred only to 


state taxes, which, as is known to everyone, consti- 
tute the smallest item on the 
tax list. Counties, 


municipalities and school districts are the greatest 
tax consumers, and to divide the gas tax 
money 


among all of these would afford little appreciable re- 
lief. 


Aside from the premise advanced and the conclu- 


sion reached by the advocate of diversion, it is be- 
lieved that few people will see any merit in the plan 
offered by him. For it would mean the practical 
abandonment of the road program which the state 
has been pursuing, and which is yet far short of 
proper conclusion. It would furthermore mean the 
withdrawal of federal road aid, which has brought 
millions of dollars into the state and which promises 
to bring many more millions. 


The gasoline tax is paid by the people who use 


the roads and they have a right to expect that it will 
be used for the improvement of the highways. In ad- 
dition to this consideration, highway work gives em- 
ployment each year to thousands of men who would 
otherwise be unable to obtain employment. Many of 
these would become public charges and the taxes 
saved would to a great extent be used in supporting 
them. The plan is neither feasible nor fair. 


THE DRESSLER FORTUNE. 
MARIE DRESSLER is entitled to all the tributes 


and encomiums that have been poured out in 


such profusion during her late illness and since her 
death. She won the appreciation and love of the 
American theater and movie public by her work on 
the stage and screen and the 
admirable 
personal 


qualities she possessed. It is not surprising that her 
passing should call forth a flood of eulogistic com- 
ment. 


Judging from the estate she left, however, Marie 


didn't appear to need all the sympathy that has been 
expressed for her in connection with the 
reported 


struggles she went through several years ago. The 
fortune of $300,000 that she left shows that she had 
recuperated her financial affairs very- rapidly, after 
her "down and out" experience which left her work- 
ing as a' hotel maid" at $10 a week' in Florida eight 
years ago. before her friends got busy and induced 
one of the big motion picture concerns to give her 
a chance. 


A woman who could leave $35,000 cash and an ex- 


pensive wardrobe to her maid and $15,000 more plus 
a fleet of automobiles to the latter's husband, who 
had been Miss Dressler's chauffeur and houseman, 
didn't need the commiseration of her friends and 
admirers. The bulk of the estate goes to a sister in 
England, after taking out $5,000 bequests for each of 
several close friends and legacies of jewels and other 
valuable articles to others. 


Everybody who had followed Miss Dressler's career 


will feel happy to learn that she did not die in pov- 
erty, as many of them had been led to suppose. 


HIGH-PRICED HAY FOR BEDDING. 


IUYTNG hay at $12. 14, and $17.50 a ton to stuff 


the mattresses on which 1,500 Nebraska national 


guardsmen will sleep during their two weeks' camp 
at Ashland sounds a good deal like the historic "Let 
them eat cake" remark by Marie Antoinette when 
mobs of hungry Frenchmen were making an outcry 
in the streets of Paris because they could not get 
bread for their families. 


The hay is being bought because the wheat crop 


was short and customary supplies-of straw suitable 
for bedding are not to be had. The soldiers 
will 


sleep just as -well on the more expensive material, of 
course. The difference between them and th~e starv- 
ing hordes of France in the 1780s is that the latter 
were unable to obtain cake in place of bread. 


That hay -won't necessarily be wasted by serving as 


mattress stuffing for a fortnight. It can be taken 
out afterward and should serve as pretty fair fodder 
for livestock. Some feeder near Ashland will prob- 
ably buy it at a bargain price after the camp is over 
and make good use of it. Cattle, horses, and mules 
arent going to be over particular this year 
about 


eating what is put before them.

Storms and a 
trail from which the flag markings largely had been 
eliminated were responsible Although equipped with 
tractois. the relief party found after traveling 130 
nautical miles it had advanced but 50 miles toward 
its goal.

ANSWER. 


As a matter of fact, realms of 
"ultra knowledge" are already in 
sight. Einstein's massive reasonings 
are addressed to about a dozen of 
his colleagues who alone thoroughly 
understand them. For the Test of us 
they are an impenetrable mystery. 
Yet nobody resents this because of 
the confident feeling that nothing 
is hidden which shall not be finally 
revealed. A few people may be non- 
plussed that the idea of curved 
space is incomprehensible, but the 
vast majority of us are not troubled 


by that fact. On the contrary we 
honor the lonely outriders on the 
advanced frontiers of knowledge. 


Meanwhile all we ask of this im- 


mense cosmos is a bit of decent 
democratic space in which we can 
breathe, live and work. I often get 
letters which show that the winged 
flights of the choicest intellects 
across these measureless voids are 
fascinating to the average man. 
When he asks for explanations of 
the terms used and of the results 
attained by these leading minds, 
one cannot but appreciate that de- 
spite all obstacles knowledge grows 
from more to more. Specialists have 
increased like the locusts in Egypt 
and departmentalized brains are the 
order of the day. They have a ver- 
nacular of their own upon which 
they make such heavy demands 
that language is at a loss to supply 
them. Nature's wonder's require a 
descriptive phraseology of their own. 


Probably these experts will act as 


a kind of power-house to give the 
people light on otherwise insoluble 
things and to add to the general 
comfort and welfare. I even sug- 
gest the idea that new mental gifts 
may be vouchsafed the race. Why 
not? Man has scarcely begun to be. 
He is still in the twilight zone be- 
fore the dawn. Who dare foretell 
his noontide radiance?

as Dr. Johnson

They remind one of stage jewelry, 
very flashy but only fakes. During 
the years from 1914 to 1918, the 
"dull yokels'" of the prairie and the 
farm fed the world. The recruits 
they sent to the World war were its 
finest troops. They were a wall of 
unbreakable defense and an agency 
producing the nation's bread during 
these terrible years. No other sec- 
tions of the country produced so 
many to protect us abroad or to 
feed us at home. They were the 
stalwart sons and daughters of the 
corn and cotton belts. Many sophis- 
ticated dwellers in cities would be 
richer and wiser if they emulated 
the sober sense of the so called 
"hicks." 


The independence and the integ- 


rity of this republic and of the 
Dominion of Canada have been 
largely won and maintained by the 
sons of the plow and by the in- 
habitants of small villages 
and 


scattered localities. When they are 
injured in morale or circumstances 
the North American continent feels 
the hurt. Nor am I at all sure that 
the continuous growth of our urban 
centers is a help to the nation. 


Certainly back to the soil has one 


natural advantage. It relates us 
afresh to our original source. A 
substantial and contented yeomanry 
of farm owners- uncursed by 'a ma- 
nia for speculation or by debt or by 
the exploitation of conscienceless 
middle men, constitutes the back- 
bone of a nation.

badly functioning stomachs, or with 
low stomachs, are likely to make 
themselves worse with all kinds of 
faddy diets—separating the starches 
from the proteeins. going on vege- 
table diets and buttermilk diets, and 
especially by trying to promote pro- 
per evacuation with diets high in 
roughage. What most of them need 
is a smooth, non-irritating diet, such 
as the following: 


Fruit juices, eggs, bacon, white 
bread, toast, butter, milk, young car- 
rots, cooked celery. Italian squash, 
tnmips, mushes without bran, beef, 
puffed cereals, cream soups, lamb, 
whitefish. chicken, oysters, sweet- 
breads, liver, potato, rice, sweet po- 
tato, asparagus tips, beets, creamed 
spinach. 


Purees of beans, peas, lentils, lima 
beans or artichoke hearts: noodles, 
spaghetti, macaroni, sweet com that 
passed through a collander. tender 
string beans, peeled tomatoes, raw 
or cooked: canned or cooked pears 
and peaches, and bananas, prefer- 
atiy cooked: cottage cheese, simple 
puddings, custards, ice cream, gela- 
tin, plain cake, slewed fruit, baked 


I apple, stewed prunes.

Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 2. 


To the 
editor of The 
Lincoln 


Star: My congratulations 
to The 


Star upon the editorial in the issue 
of August 1, under the 
caption, 


"Nerts." 
That tree belt proposi- 


tion has about as much merit as a 
proposition to reverse 
ment of Dean Swift's 


the experi- 
hero. who 


was trying to extract sunshine from 
cucumbers—planting 
enough 
cu- 


cumbers in Nebraska and the Da- 
kctas to absorb the sunshine that 
has been burning up our crops. 
The cost of planting that tree 


belt, a hundred miles wide across 
three or four states, would be a 
temporary relief 
from 
unemploy- 


ment, but as a method of restoring 
fertility and rainfall—well, it is too 
ridiculous to be worthy of consid- 
eration. The need is for something 
in the immediate future, not in the 
three or four decades of the future. 
The cost of that "belt" would de- 
fray the cost of storing the flood 
waters of all our streams, and im- 
pounding the run-off waters of the 
fields in the draws and canons. Ne- 
braska has 
more running water 
than any other state, but through 
the years has allowed the spring, 
fall and winter flood waters to es- 
cape into the Missouri and down 
the Mississippi to the Gulf, while 
at the same time draining the low 
places and cutting the timber along 
those streams. There are enough 
draws and canons along the Platte, 
Frenchman. Republican. Calamus, 
Stinkingwater and Niobrara rivers 
to store the bulk of this now wast- 
ed flood water, which would give 
plenty of water for irrigation, re- 
store the constantly lowering water 
level, re-fill our lakes and prevent 
soil erosion. 


Too much drainage in the greed 


for more land 
to cultivate. Too 
much clearing away of brush and 
timber 
undergrowth. 
Too 
little 
thought of the future. And today 
too much attention to theorists and 
too little attention to those who 
know at first hand the conditions 
that confront this middle west sec- 
tion. The "tree belt"' proposition 
would, if possible to establish, be a 
blessing to the children and grand- 
children of Nebraskans who are 
now faced with disaster, providing 
there would be anythng left for 
those children and grandchildren. 
I congratulate The Star's editor 
upon his knowledge of the situation 
confronting us. and commend with- 
out limit his intestinal fortitude in 
putting it into such clear and con- 
cise language. We need action for 
the immediate present, which wUl 
adequately take care of the needs 
of the next generation.

PWA grant by the national board, 
was leceived by Mr. Erickson Fri- 
day afternoon from John Latenser, 
jr, ol Omaha, state PWA engineer, 
and from the 
office of United 
State.-, Senator W. H. Thompson, 
in Washington. The amount ap- 
proved is $70,000, instead of $60,- 
)00 as stated in first announce- 
ments Friday, Mr. Erickson de- 
clared. 
The grant is in addition to $60,- 


000 which has already* been re- 
ceived by the water department for 
extensions and betterments, and 
Increases the total to $130,000. 
Sees No Delay. 


There should be no delay in con- 


struction operations getting under 
way, in the opinion of Mr. Erick- 
son. He will have the specifica- 
ions to bidders revised to conform 
;o PWA requirements and offers 
>y contractors will be received as 
soon as possible. While this is 5n 
progress, it is expected that the 
agreements between the city and 
the federal government, covering 
the grant, will be signed and the 
contract can be awarded as soon 
as tabulation of the bids can oe 
completed. 
The application for the 
grant 


which was submitted to the PWA 
•vhows that the completed plant will 
turnish 100 men employment for 
;ix months, working 30 hours 
a 


week. The total man hours is set up 
at 78,570. 


Two Divisions. 
For the purpose of bidding the 
specifications are set up in two sec- 
ions, the manganese removal plant 
and a filtration unit. On the first 
he labor cost is estimated at $52,- 
11250, and 
materials, $99,133.50, 
overhead, supervision insurance and 
other costs increasing the total to 
$172,000. 


Labor on the filtration plant is 
estimated at $5,000, and materials, 
131,607. Overhead, insurance, super- 
vision and other costs bringing the 
-otal to $42.000. 
The total cost is estimated at 
$224.000. 
The building will be erected at the 
rear and will be a part of the pres- 
ent pumping station.

Francke Family To 


Hold Reunion Sunday 


Residents 
Of 
Lancaster 
County 


Since 1871, When Settled On 


Farm Near Walton. 


Pioneers park Sunday will be the 


setting for the first reunion of the 
Francke family, among the pioneer 
families of Lancaster county. For 
the day, preparations are being 
made for more than 300. The entire 
fmaily, scattered over the United 
States and Germany, numbers more 
than 1,000. 
v 
The story of the Francke family 
in the United States begins with 
the arrival of Wilhelm Francke and 
his father from Stettin, Germany, 
at Greenbush, Sheboygan county, 
Wts, in 1848. William Francke was 
then 23 In 1848 Catherine Peters 
also settled near Greenbush with 
her parents, coming from Holstem, 
Germany, and shortly after mar- 
ried Mr Francke. Thirteen children 
were born there. In 1871 ihey, with, 
eleven children, came to Lincoln. 
They arrived April 7 and two sons, 
accompanied by a neighbor boy in 
Wisconsin who had come with 
them, walked out to Stevens creek 
near Walton to the home of a for- 
mer neighbor in Wisconsin. This 
man hitched up a team of mules 
and took the Francke family to his 
home. 


The first home was a 1 room dug- 


out on an 80-acre homestead. This 
homestead is now the Fred Retzlalf 
farm near Walton. In this dugout 
Mrs. Francke did her spinning and 
weaving and made all the family's 
clothes. Another child was born in 
Lancaster 
county, Laura 
Wilson 


Francke. In 1873 Mr. Francke built 
a frame house in which he and his 
wife lived until the time of their 
deaths. Mrs. Francke died in 1902 
and Mr. Francke in 1910 Surviving 
are four children, Alexander, Au- 
gust and Laura of Walton, and Her- 
man of Lincoln, 15 grandchildren, 
and a large number of great-grand- 
children The four children have 
charge of the arrangements for the 
reunion Sunday.

decent settlement is arrived at to- 
day I will issue an order, as com- 
mander-in-chief of the national 
guard, revoking all permits except 
those for the transportation of 
actual necessities such as milk, ice 
and kindred commodities." 
The revocation order, said the 
chief executive, would be effective 
at midnight. His ultimatum came 
12 hours after a relaxation of the 
mild check on the city. 
"Sufficient time has now elapsed 
for the parties

strike to have reached an agree- 
ment," he added. "That agreement 
should be had today.

AT MEMORIAL 


FOR COOL1DGE 


Roosevelt Administration 


Denounced By Repub- 


lican Speakers. 


PLYMOUTH, Vt.'Aug. 3—(AP)— 


Senator Warran R. Austin of Ver- 
mont and Representative James M. 
Beck of Pennsylvania, republicans, 
vigorously denounced the Roosevelt 
administration today at memorial 
exercises here in honor of the late 
Calvin Coolidge. 
The occasion was the eleventh 


anniversary of Mr. Coolidge's induc- 
tion into office as president. 


Mrs. Grace Coolidge, widow of the 


former president, drove from her 
home at Northampton, Mass., to at- 
tend the exercises. 
Attacking those who criticised the 


Coolidge administration, Beck said. 


"Those who have in a short twelve 


months now added twelve billions to 
the national debt, ought not to crit- 
icise a president who reduced it by 
almost the same sum. He reduced 
the burdens of the people. They 
have imposed intolerable burdens of 
debt upon the American people 
which will curse our people for a 
century to come." 


"If Calvin Coolidge were alive to- 
day he would prefer that 'square 
deal' of individualism to the 'new 
deal' of bureaucratic regimentation 
which has changed the American 
from a citizen to a subject." 


Lambasts New Deal. 


"x x x When a bureaucracy, as 


at present, telh the American how 
much he can plow, and what cattle 
he should kill and what hours the 
factory man should work, and what 
tools he can use, and what methods 
of production he can adopt, and 
how much he can produce and what 
price he shall obtain for his labor, 
then collectivism has not only ex- 
ceeded any just boundaries of po- 
litical power, but it has gone mad 
with its own lust of power. When 
moreover a bureaucracy deliberately 
attempts, through a processing tax 
to pillage one class of the commun- 
ity for the benefit of another, then 
the government of our fathers has 
perished in spmt, even though it 
survives in form. It is not only the 
constitution that has been suspend- 
ed. It is the basic principles of 
American freedom that have been 
destroyed." 
Senator Austin said: "The new 


deal tends to restrict freedom ex- 
cessively, to discourage work, to de- 
stroy the profit incentive, to regi- 
ment industry and agriculture, to 
curtail production, to interfere with 
the free flow of private capital into 


normal channels, to substitute lor 
private 
enterprise 
public 
relief 


through agenc-les of the govern- 
ment, to limit the accomplishment 
of the people as a whole, to reduce 
the wealth of the whole which is 
dependent upon creative, construc- 
tive work, to reduce individual thrift 
and private investment, and to im- 
pose an extraordinary burden of 
taxation on every person and every 
economic undertaking."

DROUTH 
MANY ON RELIEF 


18,000 Left Destitute 


By Failure of Crops, 


Elmore Estimates. 


The drouth has forced 18,000 per- 
sons in Nebraska to go on federal 
relief rolls, State Relief Director 
Harry Elmore estimated Friday. 


A seasonal decline in relief was 


anticipated for the summer months 
but the case load of the state PJERA 
actually was increased between 4,000 
and 5,000 cases until the load for 
August is estimated at more than 
28.000 cases. 


Elmore said the 18,000 figure was 


based on the size of the average 
family on the case records of the 
FERA. 
The drouth reduced farm employ- 


ment, Elmore said, slowed up and 
curtailed industrial employment in 
the state and is increasing the rural 
relief burden. 


The relief load increase does not 


Include farmers who have received 
aid through federal 
cattle pur- 


chases but who otherwise have been 
able to maintain thmeselves. 


A. E. Anderson, state and federal 


crop statistician, back today from a 
one day tour of the state for an- 
other first hand glance at condi- 
tions said the situation was even 
worse than he had believed. Because 
of the federal reports to be made 
soon, he was unable to discuss the 
situation definitely.

methods that' in this case south 
actually had passed holding 2% 
honor-tricks and that north-south 
were in trouble nevertheless. Had 
south made a nopening bid of one 
heart, north would have bid two 
clubs and the danger would have 
been dissipated. 


The play: west opened the spade 


6, dummy played small and east's 
spade 8 forced declarer's ace. De- 
clarer now led his heart queen, 
which was allowed to hold the 
trick, and followed it with the 
heart 10. West won this with the 
heart knave and led his other 
spade, which east won with the 
spade 9. 


East was now unwilling to lead 


his spade king, setting up dummy's 
spade queen, for he correctly as- 
sumed that west's remaining trumps 
were good tricks without needing 
to be developed through ruffing 
opportunities; and he hoped to win 
a trick with his small heart- so 
he led the diamond 10, sacrificing 
the first trick in that suit. V7est 
played the queen and dummy wen 
with the king. Now a small spade 
was played from dummy (any lead 
from dummy at this point woulc7 
have produced the same ultimate 
result), south ruffed and west over- 
ruffed with the heart 9. West led 
the diamond 2 and east casned tTro 
diamond tricks. 


The situation was now the same 


as it was before east's first dia- 
mond play, except that the loca- 
tion of the unplayed cards was 
even clearer to east thaa before. 
West's lead of the diamond 2 had 
shown him to hold four diamonds 
originally, and soutji was thereby 
clearly marked with three clubs. 
So east laid down the clib t-.ce, 
and then boldly led his small club 
into dummy's king-knave. West's 
queen forced the king, and declar- 
er could do nothing to stop a club 
ruff. He made a valiant effort by 
leading dummy's last spade 'the 
queen) and ruffing in his own 
hand with the heart king, but west 
won the trick with the heart ace 
and led the third round of clubs. 
East played his last little trump 
and the contract was set three 
tricks, doubled and vulnerable, net- 
ting east and west 900 points on 
cards with which the; could not 
even hare made a game. 


This hand 'should be a good ex- 


ample to everyone of the value of 
looking carefully at every situation, 
rather than following blindly along 
a set line of play.
